5. The prior art of record fails to disclose a method and system for enabling efficient 
utilization of overlapping adjacent channels comprising a receiver for receiving a waveform 
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having data and noise information, a filter bank for filtering the waveform and outputting 
channel information and estimated data signals, and for calculating estimated interference signals 
corresponding to the channel information, and one or more interference generating processors for 
receiving the estimated interference signals and generating interference signals therefrom, where 
the interference signals generated by the interference generating processor are subtracted from 
the estimated data signals in order to provide more accurate estimated data signals. Shimizu et 
al. U.S. Patent 6,496,534 is considered to provide estimated interference information from 
channel information, but does not disclose an interference generating processor that generates a 
new set of interference signals from the estimated interference signals, and subtracts the thus 
generated interference signals from the estimated data signals.
